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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

1) a strain having deletion of genes coding for quinine oxidoreductase or soluble 
transhydrogenase or both 

2) a strain having deletion of genes coding for phosphoglucose isomerase or 
phosphofructokinase or both 

3) a strain having modification of dihydrolipoamide dehydrogenase or 
glyceraldehyde 3-phosphate dehydrogenase or both 

4) a strain having overexpressed genes coding for glucose 6-phosphate 
dehydrogenase or 6-phosphgluconololactonase or 6-phosphgluconate dehydrogenase 
or isocitrate dehydrogenase or membrane-bound transhydrogenase, or any combination 
thereof 

5) a strain having deletion of gene(s) coding for 6-phosphogluconate 
dehydratase or maltase synthase or isocitrate lease or isocitrate dehydrogenase 
kinase/phosphatase or any combination thereof 
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6) a strain selected from Aspergillus, Bacillus, Brevibacterium, Clostridium, 
Corynebacterium, Escherichia, Gluconobacter, Penicillium, Pichia, Pseudomonas, 
Rhodococcus, Saccharomyces, Streptomyces, Xanthomonas, or Candida (sp. of all) 

7) a substance made which is an amino acid, vitamin, sterol, flavonoid, fatty 
acid, organic acid, polyol, or hydroxyester
